Ward, was indicted again 
today for murder in the first degree 
for the killing of Clarence E. Pet- 
ers, a discharged naval recruit, 
whose body was found on a lonely 
road near Kensico reservoir the 
morning of May 16, 1922. 

Immediately after the indict- 
ment was handed up by the West- 
chester county extraordinary grand 
jury sitting at White Plains, Ward 
was brought into the courtroom. be- 
fore Justice Wagner. The indict- 
ment was read to him and Justice 
Wagner asked how he pleaded. N 

“I plead not guilty.” Ward said, 
with a confident smile. 

The date of trial was fixed for 
September 4, although Former Su- 
preme Court Justice Isaac N. Mills, 
counsel for Ward, asked that the 
date be set early in August. He had 
asked an immediate trial on behalf 
of his client, but Atty.-Gen. Car! 
Sherman objected on the ground 
that the State would require sever-

Ward remained in jail for several 
weeks, was later released on bail 
and finally the indictment was dis- 
missed on January 22, when the 
District Attorney dropped the case.

As a result the 
extraordinary grand jury was cre- 
ated to hear the evidence mar- 
shalied.

Answer: You probably refer 
to the following old-fashioned 
pound cake: One pound of butter, 
one pound of sugar, yolks of ten 
eggs, whites of ten eggs, one pound 
of flour, one-half teaspoon of mace 
and two tablespoons of grape juice. 
Cream the butter, add the sugar 


gradualiy and continue beating; 
then add the egg yolks (beaten un- 


til lemon-colored,) the egg whites 


stiff_iy whipped, the flour, mace 
and grape juice. Beat hard for 
five minutes and turn into a deep, 
buttered pan to bake one and one- 
fourth hours in a very slow oven. 
Pound cake is seldom iced. 
Chocolate Cookies: Cream to- 
gether one-third cup of butter and

Canned Mitk— 

Canned milk is a milk of which 
part of the water has been evapor- 
ated. It is of two types, the sweet- 
ened and unsweetened. Some of the 
vitamins and some of the mineral 


lost, but it is still a good food be- 
cause it is milk. If fresh milk can- 
not be obtained canned milk can 
be used, for children must have 
milk in some form. Needless to 
say, it is not the best milk for 
children. 

Condensed milk is the evaporated 
milk with the addition of high 
amounts of cane sugar. Babies 
fed upon sweetened condensed milk 
exclusively are fed upon a starva- 
tion tood so far as the bones and 
muscles are concerned—for when 
condensed milk is diluted so that 
the baby can take it, the protein, 
fats and mineral elements are too 
tow and it is still too high in 
suger. So that while it will make 
fat babies, they are not strong 
babies. Sometimes babies that 
are not doing well on other milks 
will be benefited for a time upon 
sweetened condensed milk, and 
physicians often prescribe it to tide 
babies over until they can use the 
fresh milk. But if it is contin 
for any length of time—unilese oth- 
er foods are being given to supply 
its deficiencies—the babies are ex- 
ceedingly apt to get rickets. le 
they will get fat, they haven't the 
normal resistance to disease | 
F The milk powders consist either 
of whole milk or skimmed milk 


which has been deprived of its 


water. Dried milk has ali the 
feod properties of fresh milk ex- 
cept that a large part of the vita- 
mins have been destroyed. 
Powdered milk has proved a very 
satisfactory method of preserving 
milk. There is a brand of dried 
milk which is put up under spe- 
cial sanitary conditions and some 


children’s specialists are advising 
this for babies, when it is difficult 


to get wholesome fresh milk. 

The vitamins of course have to 
be supplied by the addition of pure 
spinach, or orange juice or tomato 
juice or the juice of some other 
fresh vegetable. 

Goat's Milk— 


Because goats very rarely have 
tuberculosis, goat's milk is often 
recommended for babies and chil- 
dren. However, unless your milk 
supply is of doubtful purity, there 


are no special advantages in get-
